We  were  now 
the  respected  "mighty  seniors,”  but  we  felt 
no  different  than  before. 


For  the  past  three  years,  the  members 
of  the  Student  Council  have  taken  care  of 
the  sale  of  War  Bonds  and  Stamps  at  A.  H. 
S.  Our  annual  auction  for  the  benefit  of 
War  Bonds  and  Stamps  was  the  greatest 
success  this  year.  Patriotic  students  raised 
$4,000  in  bidding  for  the  lost  and  found 
box,  such  valuables  as  a pound  of  butter 
and  carton  of  cigarettes,  and  many  other 
articles  donated  by  stores  and  individuals. 
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Soon,  we  will  be  graduating  from  high 
school.  Through  the  years  we  have  spent 
here,  we  have  known  both  work  and  play, 
and  we  will  always  cherish  the  precious 
memories  of  our  high  school  days.

Articles  donated  by  well-known  merchants 
of  the  town  were  auctioned  off  to  the  highest  bidder,  who  not  only  received  the 
object,  but  also  received  the  amount  he  put  up  in  the  form  of  stamps  and  bonds.
